“Few people understand 
Hanukkah,” Methner said. “They 
assume it is like Christmas because it 
is around the same time. Or that it is 
as holy as Christmas is to Christians, 
but it’s not our holiest holiday.” 

“Hanukkah is significant because it 
is a remembrance of oppression and 
triumph,” said Millie Nelson, from 
the United Jewish Federation. “It is 
the miracle of the lights in rebuilding 
the temple. It is the miracie of one 
cruse of oil that lasted for eight days 
rather than one.” 

This year Hanukkah starts on 
Dec. 18 and runs for cight days, 
Nelson said. The last day is Dec. 25. 

Hanukkah marks the deliverance of 
the Jews of Palestine from the Syrian 
Greeks and their king, Antichus IV. 
According to the release from the 
United Jewish Federation, Antichus 
IV prohibited the observance of 
sacred Jewish practices, including cir- 
cumcision, temple ritual, Sabbath 
observance and the study of the 


Torah. He did not allow the Jews to 
freely worship but demanded every- 
one bow down to the many idols of 
Greek religion. 

Judas Maccabee and his brothers led 
a rebellion against the king and were 
successful, Nelson said, but not 
before their temple was destroyed. 

Upon reclaiming their temple, the 
Jews cleansed it and were determined 
to rededicate it also, but only one 
small jar of oil could be found, 
Nelson said. When they captured the 
temple, the Syrian Greeks had dese- 
crated all the jugs of oil the high 
priest had prepared for lighting the 
temple menora, according to the 
release from the United Jewish 
Federation. 

The one cruse that was found con- 
tained only enough oil to burn in the 
menora for one day. Nelson said. 
Nevertheless, the high priest kindled 
the menora and the flame miraculous-

Buddhism: 


¢ With over 307 million world- 
wide followers, Buddhism is 
one of the most popular world 
religions. Buddhism was found- 
ed by Siddhartha Gautama, 
known as Buddha, or enlight- 
ened one, in southern Nepal in 
the sixth. and fifth centuries 
B.C.E. Buddhism teaches that 
the combination of meditation 
and the practice of good moral 
and religious meditation can 
lead to Nirvana, or the state of 
enlightenment _ that all 
Buddhists seek, However, one 
is unable to reach Nirvana until 
he or she has lived through 
many lifetimes that can be 
either good or bad, depending 
on one’s actions. 


Confucianism: 


¢ This world religion has over 
5.6 million followers. It was 
founded in the sixth and fifth 
centuries B.C.E. by Confucius, 
a Chinese philosopher. 
Confucius’ sayings and dia- 
logues, known in the collective 
as Analects, were written down 
and preserved by several of his 
followers. Confucianism, which 
grew out of the strife that sur- 
rounded the religion’s introduc- 
tion in China, stresses the 
importance of relationships 
between the individual and his 
or her family and society, based 
on the /i (proper behavior) and 
jen (sympathetic attitude).

Highlights from world religions 


Hinduism: 


¢ Hinduism has 648 million 
members around the world. It 
developed from indigenous reli- 
gions of India in combination 
with the Aryan religions brought 
to India around 1500 B.C.E. 
Hinduism is a term used to 
broadly identify a vast array of 
sects to which most Indians 
belong. Hindus believe in the 
caste system, which ranks peo- 
ple from birth based on reli- 
gious practice, employment, 
tribal affiliation, and local, and 
classifies society into four 
groups. The goal of Hinduism 
is the release from repeated 
reincarnation through adher- 
ence to Vedic scriptures. 


Islam: 


* A religion with 840 million fol- 
lowers, Islam was founded by 
the prophet Muhammad, who 
received the holy scriptures of 
Islam, the Koran, from Allah 
around 610 C.E. Islam, which is 
Arabic for “submission to God,” 
maintains that Muhammad is 
the last in a long line of holy 
prophets. In addition to being 
devoted to the study of the 
Koran, Muslims are devoted to 
the worship of Allah through the 
Five Pillars. 


Taoism: 


¢ Both a philosophy and a reli- 
gion, Taoism was founded in 
China by Lao-tzu, who is 
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believed to have been born in 
604 B.C.E. There is no record 
of the number of followers that 
claim affiliation with Taoism. 
Taoism comes primarily from 
the Tao-te-ching, which asserts 
that an ever-changing universe 
follows the Tao, which can be 
known only through the emula- 
tion of its quietude and effort- 
less implicity. Taoism calls for 
people to live simply, sponta- 
neously, and in close touch with 
nature, involving meditation to 
achieve contact with the Tao. 
Since the communist revolution, 
Taoism has been actively dis- 
couraged in the People’s 
Republic of China, although it is 
still very popular in Taiwan. 


Shinto: 


e The ancient native religion of 
Japan, Shinto claims to have 
over 3.5 million members. 
Shinto was established long 
before writing was introduced 
into Japan in the fifth century 
C.E. The origins of its beliefs 
and rituals are unknown, but 
Shinto stresses belief in a great 
many spiritual beings and gods, 
known as kami. While there is 
no overall dogma, adherents of 
Shinto are expected to remem- 
ber and celebrate that kami, 
support the societies of which 
the kami are patrons, remain 
pure and sincere, and enjoy life.

Through the religion requirements at BYU, stu- 
dents are able to reap the benefits of studying 
Mormon Doctrine, but one religion class, the 
Gospel and the World’s Religions, approaches 
gospel study from a unique angle. 

Religion 351, the Gospel and the World’s 
Religions, focuses on all of the major non-Christian 
religions throughout the world and makes doctrinal 
comparisons to Mormonism. 

In the April 1958 General Conference, Bldey 
Henry D. Moyle explained the importance of study- 
ing worldwide religions. 

“We believe it is important to Know the history of 
religion generally, the origin, purpose, and practice 
of the religions of the world with which we are sur- 
rounded and with which we come into contact 
throughout life,” he said. “We belieVe the greater, 
the more general our knowledge is, the freer we 
become and the more intelligent the use we make of 
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World religion classes teach tolerance, diversity 2: 


“The whole point of the class is to find out the 
truth in each religion,” said Megan Nelson, a 
sophomore from Idaho enrolled in Religion 351. 

Brigham Young, in “Discourses of Brigham 
Young,” said that there is truth in other religions. 

“Can we tell how much better ‘Mormonism’ is 
than other religions and ‘isms’ of the present day? 
More or less, truth may be found in them all, both 
in civilized and barbarous nations,” he said. 

Spencer J. Palmer, a professor in the Department 
of Church History, is one of the Religion 351 teach- 
ers and co-author of the text, “Religions of the 
World: A Latter-day Saint View.” He graduated 
from the University of California-at Berkeley with 
doctoral and postdoctoral work in history and Asian 
studies. 

Palmer designed the text to give students the his- 
tory of origin and doctrine of such religions like 
Hinduism, Jainism, Buddhism, Taoism, Shinto, 
Zoroastrianism, Judaism and Sikhism, and then 
comparing them to Mormon doctrine. 

In addition to the history of each religion, the 


cific religions, and guest speakers and other religion 
professors at BYU have been invited on several 
occasions to talk to the students, Nelson. said. 

Grant Beckwith, a business student from St. 
George who is taking Religion 351 this semester, 
said that the class also presents some great videos 
focusing on the major world religions. 

Nelson, who is taking Religion 351 from Dr. 
Palmer, recommended the class to all BYU stu- 
dents. 

“T think the class should be a region require- 
ment,” she said. “It makes you look at your religion 
a little more and what you believe... You can under- 
stand why they do certain things and act a certain 
way. 

Though the class may be considered more intel- 
lectually stimulating than it is spiritually motivating 
due to its historical nature, Beckwith said that it is 
still worthwhile and beneficial to learn about world 
religions .

Christmas in J japan a religious experience

When I left on my mission to Japan, 
I-wondered what Christmas would be 
like away from home and in a foreign 
country where Christianity is not the 
main religion. I was in for a good 
learning experience. 

--As-Christmas drew near, I learned 
the sphrase “Mady Kudisumasu” 
(Merry Christmas), which wasn’t too 
difficult for me to pick up. As an 
English speaker, I always welcomed 
Japanese words that were really 
English words, but said in Japanese 
pronunciation. 

In the weeks preceding Christmas, 
the streets of Tokyo seemed to be the 
same as the streets of my Wisconsin 
hometown, only a lot more snow falls 
in Wisconsin than in Tokyo. The 
streets were adorned with flashy 
Christmas decorations and lights 
everywhere I looked. Passing by the 
stores, I heard Christmas music and 
saw many Christmas sales being 
offered. 

“I.was so relieved! This is just like 
home, I thought. Commercialism is 
also a big part of Christmas in 
America. I began to think spending 
Chiristmas in Japan wouldn’t be so 
different than at home. 

“As Christmas approached, I asked 

peple what they were planning to do 
on Christmas. Most people said they 
either had to work or go to school. I 
soon realized that Christmas Day in 
Japan was going to be just like any 
other day. 
To my dismay, on Dec. 25, as 
usual, the streets were packed with 
people going to work and school. 
Some stores had Christmas Day spe- 
cials, but that.was it. The atmosphere 
seemed very cold to me. 

It was then that I really began to 
appreciate the real meaning of 
Christmas— the celebration of Jesus 
Christ’s birth. Most people in Japan 
don’t believe in Christ; therefore, 
Christmas is not a significant time of 
year for them. 

| They do, however, have religious 
holidays. One of the main religious 
holidays for the Japanese is O- 
Shougatsu (the new year). During the 
first week of the year, most people go 
‘to Shinto shrines to pray, to let the 
gods know their desires for the new 
year and to give money to the shrines. 
There is a tremendous outpouring of

Being in Japan during the holiday 
season helped me to gain respect for 
the Japanese culture and gain more 
appreciation for my culture.

“All the stores decorated the win- 
dows, and almost every one of them 
put ‘Xmas.’ There was no CHRIST- 
MAS in Taiwan,” Lewis said. 

“Christmas is a special time in 
Australia,” said Brad Hartman, a 
sophomore from Salt Lake City who 
served a mission in Australia. 

‘Tt is a time to break out the barbe- 
cue and go down to the beach in 105 
degree weather,’ Hartman said. 

In Australia, people do not get into 
Christmas as much as people in Utah 
do because there is no snow, Hartman 
said. 

Hartman remembers that for 
Christmas, people in Australia made 
bon-bons that looked like fire crackers 
out of toilet paper rolls and wrapping 
paper, with little prize inside. 

“You pull them apart and it makes 
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Christmas traditions vary culturally 


loud popping sound. Its like a little 
toy, a Cracker Jack toy. Then you can 
take the wrapping paper from bon- 
bon and put it on your head while you 
eat Christmas lunch or dinner,” 
Hartman Said. 

In the Czech Republic, under the 
ruling of the communist government 
that was established in 1948, which 
was ended in ‘1989 by non-violent 
revolution, the Christianity weakened 
over the years. But there are a lot of 
traditions that people of Czech 
Republic enjoy for Christmas. 

Martina Dubcova, a freshman from 
the Czech Republic, said that people 
eat carps for their traditional 
Christmas dinner. 

There are lots of little booths on the 
streets selling carps before Christmas. 
Some people will buy them alive and 
feed them until Christmas, then eat 


them for Christmas dinner with potato | 


salad, fish soup and different kinds of 
desserts, Dubcova said. 

Dubcova enjoyed baking different 
kinds of Christmas cookies with-her 
mother starting about two weeks 
before Christmas. “Its like a mom and 
daughter thing.” There are about 12 
different kinds of cookies,’ Dubcova 
said. In the Czech Republic they don’t 


have Santa Claus; but they have 
Jezisek, which means little Jesus. 
Jezisek is a name of an angel who 
comes in through the window and 
brings presents. " 

Kelly Starnes,'a junior from Virginia 
who served a mission in Holland said 
there are two Christmas days in 
Holland, Dec#25 and 26.

The overall age of marriage has 
increased because students believe 
figuring things out about life should 
come before marriage, said Terrance 
Olson, in the Department of Family 
Sciences. 

States have minimum age of consent 
laws, so the couple may have to pre- 
sent birth certificates or written per- 
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mission of parent or guardian to 
obtain a license. States require a 
license for marriage, which must be 
obtained in the state where the mar- 
riage will take place, said Ilamae 
Barker, office manager of Utah 
County marriage licenses. 

According to the Utah County 
Clerk’s records, in June 1974 there 
were 48 minors who were married, 18 
of which were temple marriages. In 
June 1994 only 23 minors were mar- 
ried, none of which were temple mar- 
riages. 

In 1974, 46 percent of minors mar- 
ried were by LDS bishops, and in 
1994, 97 percent were performed by 
LDS bishops. Sixteen percent were 
civil marriages in 1974, and 13 per- 
cent were civil marriages in 1994. 

One significant reason people get 
married at sucha young age is pre- 
marital pregnancy without a temple 
marriage, Olson said. 

“Because many couples were mar- 
ried by an LDS bishop, this shows 
they were not slouchy about being 
LDS, so the suspicion would be that 
they had to get married because of 
premarital pregnancy,” Olson said. 

Although there are many who get 
married at such a young age because 
of unpleasant reasons, there are also 
those who got married in the temple 
at extremely young ages for pleasur- 
able reasons. Corrie Dewsnup, 20, a 
senior from Provo got married when 
she was 19 and said it is feasible that 
such marriages can succeed. 

“T think it completely depends on 
the person because some minors are 
ready for marriage and don’t just get 
married because they have to, but 
because it is right for them,’ Dewsnup 
said.

Runners-up must settle 
for national title game

NEW YORK Atter watching 
Eddie George win the Heisman 
Trophy. runner-up Tommie Frazier 
and third-place Danny Wuerffel 
turned their attention to another major 
prize. 

Fraziers top-ranked Nebraska 
Cornhuskers will play Wuerlfel’s No. 
2 Florida Gators for the national 
championship Jan. 2 in the Fiesta 
Bowl. 

“Everyone here is a team player and 
has dedicated himself to a team goal 
of winning a national championship.” 
Frazier said. 

Frazier and Wuerttel spent time 
together at the Heisman ceremony 
Saturday night. but the quarterbacks 
didn't discuss the Fiesta Bowl. 

“This is not the piace to be talking 
about it” Wuertfel said. “But obvi- 
ously we're excited about playing for 
the national championship.” 

George's dream of winning a nation- 
al title was dashed two weeks ago 
When previously unbeaten Ohio State 


lost to Michigan 3!-23. So instead of 


a trip to the Rose Bowl. the fourth- 
ranked Buckeyes will play co-No. 4 
Tennessee in the Citrus Bow! on New 
Year's Day. 

“That sting will never go away.” 
George said of the Michigan game.

Winning the Heisman should ease 
some of the pain for George. who led 
the nation with 24 touchdowns and 
rushed for a school-record 1.826 
yards. 

After weeks of speculation that the 
vote would be one of the closest in 
Heisman history. the senior tailback 
won the award by a comfortable mar- 
gin, beating Frazier by 264 points and 
Wuerffel by 473. 

A chart made by Deloitte & Touche. 
the accounting firm that tabulates the 


Heisman ballots, showed that George 
built a big lead during the first two 
weeks of voting, giving him enough 
cushion to withstand a rally by 
Frazier and Wuerffel in the final two 
wecks. 

Wuerffel. who finished with big 
games against Florida State and 
Arkansas, was actually the top vote- 
getter in the final week, when about 
half the ballots were received.

PARIS — The 2-week-old strike 
crippling France has amplified divi- 
sions over the drive to create a 
European currency, part of an ambi- 
tious plan to make the European 
Union an economic superpower. 

Many French think trimming the 
country’s generous womb-to-tomb 
social programs - a necessity if it is to 
reduce its budget deficit as a condi- 
tion of. participating in the monetary 
union - is too painful. 

But many also worry that unless 
France works with the other 14 mem- 
ber nations to make the European 
Union stronger, it will languish as a 
second-rate power on its own. 

Polls show a majority of people at 
least sympathize with public workers 
who have been on strike for more than 
two weeks to protest austerity mea- 
sures. 

But a majority also wants the strike 
to end, and agree that some kind of 
reform is needed. 

Even President Jacques Chirac has 
shown his ambivalence toward cutting 
the deficit to meet the guidelines 
required by the end of 1997 to create 
a single currency by 1999. During his 
campaign he suggested a referendum 
on the idea, but seven months later he 
seems to have made up his mind on 
his own. 

Chirac and German Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl met in the Black Forest 
resort of Baden-Baden on Thursday 
and affirmed their commitment to

Though seeking no’food money, the administration wants 
to pay to help ship and store the private food gifts. 

Backers say the government buys staples like flour, but- 
ter, canned tuna, peanut butter and canned beans and juices 
—a small but critical core of foods that private donors are 
less likely to supply regularly. 

Food bank directors also say gifts from manufacturers 
and grocers are falling off because of more efficiency and 
less waste: 

Farm groups, too, like the government purchases, 
because they ease surpluses of food. 

The “T” in TEFAP once meant “temporary.” It started in 
the early 1980s when jobs were scarcer because of a reces- 
sion and government surplus foods were great because of 
farm programs. The program became famous for butter 
and cheese giveaways. 

Surpluses dwindled after the 1985 farm bill, but give- 
aways became popular, and Congress told the department 
to start buying foods. A Democrat, Sen. Patrick J. Leahy of 
Vermont, fought the Reagan administration over cuts and 
pushed: legislation in 1988 that made the program perma- 
nent. . 

“TEFAP is the first line of defense against hunger in 
America,’ Leahy said. People get groceries and hot meals 
in a few days instead of waiting as long as a month for 
food stamps. Some people don’t stay poor long enough to 
get food stamps. Many people, especially the elderly, don’t 
like food stamps because of the stigma and because it’s 
hard to sign up.

-Rachel E. Hall, a Stanford 
University student with a perfect aca- 
demic record in East Asian studies.

Criteria include high academic 
achievement, integrity, leadership and 
athletic prowess.

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Russians deny submarine 
stationed off Washington

MOSCOW — The Russian Navy 
denied Saturday that one of its sub- 
marines was operating off the coast of 
Washington state. 

The denial came a day after the 
Pentagon confirmed an NBC News 
report that a Russian sub has been 
lurking off Washington state since 
October. From there it can electroni- 
cally monitor the activity of Trident 
nuclear submarines. 

The Russian Navy press office said 
that although Russian military vessels 
are on duty in various parts of the 
world, the reports that one of its sub- 
marines is off the U.S. West Coast are 
groundless. 

The statement was carried by the 


ITAR-Tass news agency. 

Cmdr. Steve Pietropaoli, a Navy 
spokesman at the Pentagon, said 
Friday that while the Navy saw noth- 
ing threatening about the Russian 
sub’s movements, its presence in the 
northeast Pacific fit an emerging pat- 
tern of such activities. 

Pietropaoli acknowledged that U.S. 
submarines monitor Russian strategic 
ports. What’s notable now, he said, is 
that while the U.S. offshore monitor- 
ing never stopped after the Cold War 
ended, the Russians had stopped 
theirs. 

One of the first signs of renewed 
Russian submarine activity near U.S. 
shores came last June when an Akula- 
class nuclear attack sub was detected 
off King’s Bay, Ga.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — President 
Clinton argued Sunday that last 
month’s government shutdown was a 
political failure for Republicans, and 
pleaded for a spirit of cooperation in 
Congress that would avert a holiday 
.impasse. Republicans countered that 
they will not be blackmailed by the 
president into giving up their goals on 
balancing the budget. 

Addressing Florida Democrats by 
satellite from his home state, Clinton 
urged the GOP to pass a temporary 
spending measure that would keep 
federal offices open while the budget 
negotiations continued into the next 
year. 

The current short-term measure on 
funding the government ends at mid- 
night Friday. 

“We ought to be able to agree on 
one thing: Nobody — nobody — should 
threaten to shut the government down 
right before Christmas,” President 
Clinton said. 

Meeting in Washington, House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich and Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole said 
Sunday they also want an agreement 
before the holidays. 

They urged Clinton to sit down with 
them Tuesday and Wednesday to try 
to reach a basic agreement before he 
heads overseas on Thursday. 

“Time is running out,” Gingrich 
said. “We’ve got five days left.” 

Added Dole: “We don’t want to shut 
down the government. We want to get 
it done.” 

The White House said that Clinton 
spoke to Gingrich and Dole from Air 
Force One while returning to 
Washington. 

A spokeswoman said the conversa- 
tion was positive and that the three 
had agreed to hold talks over the next 
three days. 

Clinton accused Republicans of 
using the threat of a shutdown last 
month to try to force on him their 
budget with spending priorities the 
president called “harmful health care, 
education and environmental cuts.” 

Claiming victory in the November 
showdown, Clinton said, “They did it 
a month ago. But the threat failed.”
